At end Jim 1 j 4 BEGUS vms recalled from GREEGE to BERLIN to receive a new 
ap;>dir.tri!er.t« The Grupponleiter VI/B RSHA, S3 Gt rjju^irt onfiialiror 
STEIj-EC®, v.hc, according to Source, was also Deputy Vl/S, * disouased with 
luju the* establishment of a new sabotage organisation in ITALY with HQ in VERONA* 
Ho tihevrad him a letter from HIMMLER addressed to Amt VI in wliidh ho requested 
increased sabotage activity in the Italian theatre* 



Tlie tasks of the new organisation, whioh ms to ocme* under Gruppe Vl/S, 
and was to bo known as U ZER ITALIEN* 1 (ZER » Zerstooyung-Sabotago) , were laid 
down as follows: -

activities (Aufstandsbewegungeh) but be direoted against Allied lines

Allied simply lines in the front line areas. , 



(iv) Establishment of a. laboratory for the production of false document s eto. 

for the new sabotage organisation and Abt VI iBdS ITALIEN. The existence 
of the laboratory; was to be kept seoret from Amt Vl/l? RSHA; whioh would 
immediately claim it if it beoame loiowh , and it was intended to keep the 
laboratory independent of the already existing Yl/S 1 institutions in 
ITALY. v • '

evaluation of such information SS Unterstuimfuehrer WOLFF, of BdS TRIESTE, 
v/as to be attached to BEGUS* staff.

The nevr organisation was to use only Italian personnel for active- sabotage 
v/orlc. STED-1LB .also told BEGUS to liaise' olosoly with the Gamma Group and the 
VEGA Bn of 10 Flotilla MAS for coordination of sabotage activities, and to attempt 
to recruit volunteers for sabotage fresh units of the Italian Republican Foroes. 

Ho war. premised a sabotage instructor from Vl/S later on when he had. beoome 
organised, and in the meantime was allotted NEGRONI, He was also told to exer- •• 
oise advisory control over the SS Jagdverband under Obit SQELDER whioh was 
operating in ITALY under oontrol of Stabschef der Jagdverbaender (SKQRZENY, ) 

' 00 Relat ions with Abt VI BdS ITALIEN. 

For discipline and funds HEGUS oame under BdS ITALIEN. Oh the occasion of 
the BERLIN meeting STEUdLE also discussed with HEGUS tlie position of the n ew 
organisation with regard to Abt VI. STBIMLE said at first that BEGUS would be 
working under his VI/B representative in ITALY, SS Sturmbannfuehrer HUEGEL, Leiter 
. VI IdS ITALIEN. BEGUS objected to this, pointing out that ha was much older than 
EUEGEL ard liad far longer service, and therefore would not agree to being plaoed 
under hi.* orders. STE IML S aooeptod this point of view, And promised to inform 
IIUEGEL about it. - 



In spite of this, after BEGUS* arrival in VERONA at beg Jul 44-, he found 
that HUGS.iL still expected to control the work of the new organisation, as he 
considered himself as Leiter VI to be the chief representative in ITALY for all 
departments of Amt VI. BEGUS opposed this conception as vigorously as he oould, 
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and maintained that HUEGEEL^ 3;\motions were restricted to controlling 
political ospion&ge for Gruppo Vl/B, the Gruppe oonoemed vrlth Western 
EUROPE , including ITJ&Y and SF/ITZERLAOT), and that he had no authority 
over the work of Vl/S, to which BEGUS 1 organisation belonged* HUEGEI* 
maintained that he had been given, authority by SIEIMLE ^6nd SCHELLENEERG 
to control all Amt VI work in the Italian theatre, and the matter was 
eventaully referred for olarifioation to Amt VI* It was laid down that 
EEGUS should in faot operate independently of HUEGEL, and the question was 
not raised again. Relations between the two, however, remained strained. 

SS Cbersturmbannfuehrer SKGRZENf, Grupponloiier Vl/3, disoussed the 
mattcu* r/ith BEGUS* on a later visit to. ITALY, and said tha^ if he had been 
in BERLIN -,vhen the latter was given his original instructions by STEIMLE 
the question of his subordination to HUEGEL would never even have been 
raised, as he was definitely opposed to any such arrangement.

VERONA. End Aug 44 the HQ was transferred to VERONA, Strada San EERMO, 19, 
while CAMPALTO remained a transit owirp for agents and a tomporary sabotage 
3c.lv id. Hid Oot 44. the HQ moved to the building of BdS ITALIEN, tlie Palatine 

do 11a Assiourazicni , in Corso Can Grande. * Beg Jan 45 a part of the HQ with - 
EEGUS left VERONA and set up in the Villa "EISECK" in KLAUSEN (CHIUSA) near 
BOL2AN0. The other part of tile HQ stayed till mid Feb 45 in tho Palazzo 
delle Assicurazioni, when it went to tho Villa GREZZANA at OAMPALTO, Mid' Feb 
45 the U/T School and W/T Station, at first in the Villa GREZZANA, and the 
newly set up laboratory were established in the Villa "SONNE" at ST ULRICH (QRTI3E.T 
near BOLZANO. Thus in the end the various components of Unteraehmen CYPRES C .\3
